Bruening Speaks for Hindenbrug. 
Aware of the danger of over- 
confidence, Chancellor Bruening, 
chief of the Hindenburg leaders, 
has covered more ground during 
the campaign than any Chancel- 
lor before him. Everywhere he 
urged an overwhelming expression 
of confidence in Hindenburg. 
President Von Hindenburg has 
} made no speeches during the run- 
off campaign. 


Tonight Bruening was his 
spokesman at Koenigsberg, in a 
final appeal which was broadcast. 

Bruening’s address was preceded 
afew days ago by’a campaign vis- 
it of Hitler. Bruening told his audi- 
ence that the world had been as- 
tonished that Hindenburg, who was 
a son and liberator of Germany’s 
eastern regions, where Koenigs- 
berg lies, should have no opponent 
there at all. A strained situation 
in the* neighboring free states of 
Memel and Danzig, on the Lithuan- 
jan and Polish frontiers, made the 
East Prussian mind particularly

It has two out- 
standing virtues: first, it would 
produce a very large amount of 
yearly revenue when it became 
fully productive, and, second, it 
would tend to break up the huge

“The Swing proposal was mod- 
erate enough.’ Norris commented. 
“The House rates are indefensible. 
There is no excuse whatever for 
taxing a man who makes $191,000 
a year at the same rate we tax 4 
man with an income of $10,000,000 
a year. 

“It is gross discrimination. If 
we believe in the principle of a 
graduated scale, then the highest 
rate should be made _ sufficiently 
high to apply to the largest known 
incomes. No matter how high the 
top rate was, under the graduated 
scale the man would always have 
far more than he would ever need 
for the comfort and pleasure of 
himself and his family. 

Two Stock Arguments. 

“There appears te be two stock 
arguments against high surtaxes on 
large incomes—that they will not 
yield as much revenue as some 
people expect; and that they will 
drive capital into tax-exempt s¢e- 
curities. The first argument is ir- 
relevant and the second is silly. 
We should adopt high surtaxes as 
a matter of justice and permanent 
policy regardless of what they pro- 
duce. Anyone who believes that 
the people who own the national 
wealth would sell it and go into 
tax-exempt securities in order to 
avoid taxation is capable of believ- 
ing any nonsense.”

Stockholder Asking Receiver- 
ship Says Mismanagement 
Caused $250,000,000 Loss.

WILMINGTON, Del, April ?.— 
Mismanagement of the affairs of 
the International Match Corpora- 
tion dnd associated companies by 
Ivar Kreuger, Swedish capitalist, 
who recently committed suicide, is 
alleged in a bill of complaint fi‘ed 
in Chancery Court today, asking for 
the appointment of receivers ‘or 
the corporation. 

The bill of complaint alleges the 
mismanagement resulted in a ioss 
to the defendant corporation and 
associated companies in excess of 
$250,000,000. 

The complainant is Benjamin 
Potoker of Newark, N. J., owner 
of 85 shares or the company's 


cent sinking fund gold bond. 

All the common stock of the 
company is owned by the Swedish 
Match Co., which is controlled by 
Kreuger & Toll Co. 

The defendant corporation con- 
trols through stock ownership 13 
subsidiaries engaged in the mazch 
business and carries on a large 
amount of the world’s match busi- 
ness. . 

The bill alleges Kreuger was 
dominant in the management of 
the corporation’s affairs and ur til 
his death was president of the de- 
fandant corporation, of the Swedish 
Match Co. and was in control of 
Kreuger & Toll Co. 

The bill sets forth that an ‘in- 
vestigation of the accounts of the 
corporation and associated com- 
panies showed for some years prior 
to his death Kreuger mismanaged 
the affairs of the company and as- 
sociated companies and converted 
very large sums of money to his 
own use. 

It was alleged the cash reserves 
of the International Match Cor- 
poration have been depleted and 
the company is insolvent and ras 
no funds to pay an interest install- 
ment of $1,500,000 on May 1 on its 
funded debt. — 

The corporation’s funded debt 
consists of gold debenture bonds 
amounting to $50,000,000.

Mixed Fuel, Aldermen 
Are Told. 


A report made for the Natural 
Gas Committee of the Board of Al- 
fermen declares gas rates in St. 
Louis are much higher than in 


cities using natural or mixed gas, 
resulting in much less use of gas on 
the basis of number of consumers. 
Obviously, the high rates have 
kept the consumers from making 
use of gas, not only to the extent 
of restricting the quantity con- 
sumed, but even to the extent that 
their yearly expenditure for gas is 


the repors states, 
The report was prepared, after 
investigation, by City Counselor 
Julius T. Muench, Associate City 
Counselor Forrest G. Ferris Jr. and 
Max H. Doyne and Robert M. Boyles 
of Cc. E. “mith & Co., consulting 
engineers for the city. In the in- 
quiry, made at the request of the 
aldermanic committee, Ferris, 
Doyne and Boyles visited Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indian- 
apolis, and Muench also participat- 
ed in the inquiry in Cleveland. The 
report was made public yesterday. 
“It is our conclusion,” the inves- 
tigators reported, “‘that the gas sit- 
uation in St. Louis is a matter of 
primary concern.

Comparative Cost, 
The average cost of gas in St. 
Louis is given as 17.73 cents a 
therm (100,000 British thermal 
units), compared with 6.25 cents in 
Cleveland, 5 cents in Columbus, 
7.71 cents in Cincinnati, 4.47 cents 
in Kansas City and 16.44 cents in 
St. Louis County. Cleveland, Co- 
jlumbus and Kansas City have 
straight natyral gas and Cincinnati 
has mixed gas. 
Not much reduction in cost for 
general domestic use is’ to be ex- 
pected from the rates proposed by 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. for 
mixed natural and manufactured 
gas. the report states, continuing: 
“The rates proposed by Laclede 
for the new mixed gas of 800 B. 
T. U. (per cubic foot) will rot 
bring the St. Louls cost to any- 
where near the cost in the other 
cities. The average reduction of 
8.3 per cent will only reduce che 
average cost to the consumer to 
16.26 cents per therm compared to 
costs ranging from 4.47 cents to 
7.71 cents in the other cities, and 
16.44 cents under the present and 
12.91 cents under the proposed St. 
Louis County schedules. The com. 
posite St. Louis reduction wili be 
greater than above stated if the 
proportion of house heating and 
industrial sales is increased.

Hion-dollar allowance for next 
year’s veterans’ expenses was ap- 
proved today by the House just 
after an appeal for assurance that 
more than twice this sum will not 


be voted to cash the _ soldiers’ 
bonus. 

Representative Dyer. (Rep.), 
Missouri, said: “It is our duty to 


say to the world and to America 
that we are not going to further 
harass finances by voting to pay 


the bonus at this time.” : 

Debate on the bonus issue, con- 
sideration of which begins Monday 
before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, tlared up when the huge 
1933 appropriation for the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau was reached in the 
independent offices supply bill. 
This figure of $949,237,795, the) 
largest single allotment of any 
Federal agency, was approved 
without protest. It represents a 
$169,572,912 cut under current ap- 
propriations, $51,161,732 under 
budget bureau estimates and in- 
cludes $100,000,000 for the in- 
creased loans on the veterans’ cer- 
tificates voted last year. 

The proposed full cash payment 
of the bonus was attacked and de- 
fended, in the first important de- 
bate of the issue on the floor this 
session. Representative Bulwinkle 
(Dem.), North Carolina, a war vet- 
eran, began the discussion with an 
analysis of how much the Govern- 
ment is spending on its veterans. 
He declined to be drawn directly 
into the bonus issue. but reminded 
veterans they owe as great a duty 
to the country during peace as 
during war. 

“Is it not a fact that we have 
done more for our veterans than 
all the other countries combined?” 
asked Representative Snell, the 
Republican leader. 

“England was in the war (for 
four years,” Bulwinkle replied,

lLanguage of Report Is So 


Vigorous That Some at 
Conference Refuse to Ap- 
prove It.

NEW YORK, April 9.—Public 
utility regulation was pictured as 
having been weakened by the eva- 
sive tactics of speculative promot- 
ers in a report made public today 
by the Policy Committee of a round 
table conference of experts. 

So vigorous was the language of 
the report that it brought repudia- 
tions from some of the conferees, 
who convened yesterday to discuss 
a “liberal” policy of public utility 
regulation. 

Prof. William Z. Ripley of Har- 
vard University denied any respon- 
sibility for the report because it 
was “too sweeping and indiscrim- 
inate in charging bad faith and 
corruption to operators.” 

Members of State and Federal 
regulatory bodies ingzerted aif 
amendment in the report disclaim- 
ing any part in it. 

The report, which was not adopt- 
ed but merely “received,” said in 
part: 

“Regulation, aS now generally 
administered, has failed to protect 
investors in public utility securi- 
ties against the loss of billions of 
dollars resulting from unsound 
methods of valuation and financ- 
ing. It has failed to secure for 
the small consumer rate reductions 
corresponding to the decline in 
prices and wages or the technical 
trend toward increased domestic 
use. It has failed also to safe- 
guard the credit of the companies 
placed under its supervision and 
control. 

“Effective regulation of public 
utilities has been progressively 


| weakened as a result of the defi- 


nite policy of evasion imposed upon 
the industry by promoters who 
control public utilities in the in- 
terest of speculative profits de- 
rived from manipulation of their 
securities.”’ 

The amendment disclaiming re- 
sponsibility was offered by Milo R. 
Maltbie, chairman of the New 
York State Public Service Com- 
mission, and concurred in by David 
E. Lilienthal of the Wiscensin com- 
mission and his chief eronomist, 
E. W. Morehouse; Frank R. Me- 
Ninch of the Federal Power Com- 
mission; i"rederick P.. Gruenberg, 
of the Pennsylvania commission; 
Gen. Mason R. Patrick and Wil- 
liam A. Roberts of the District of 
Columbia Utilities Commission. 

The report was written by Frank 
P. Walsh, chairman of the New 
York State Power Authority and 
head of the policy committee.

RACINE, Wis., April 9.—Social- 
ists today demanded that William 
Swoboda, Racine’s first Socialist 
Mayor, resign his office. 

Mayor Swoboda, perplexed by 
charges of the party that he is 
“guilty of gross misconduct unbe- 
coming a public official,” flatly re- 
fused. 

“IT will not resign,” he said, 
whereupon party lIcaders discussed 
possibility of impeachment proceed- 
ings. 

The demand that the Mayor re- 
linquish office followed his separa- 
tion from the Socialist party. How 
that separation was accomplished 
remained a debated point, The 
Mayor said he resigned. The par- 
ty, through William Coleman, Mil- 
waukee, secretary, insisted Swo- 
boda had been expelled, 

Asked whether reports of open 
gambling in Racine may be the 
basis of the charge, the Mayor said 
complaint on such grounds is basc- 
less. 

The Mayor last night told fhe 
City Council he decided to with- 
draw from the Socialist party be- 
cause he was tired of dictation from 
Milwaukee. Various measures 
which he felt would be helpful to 
Racine he opposed because he had 
been instructed to do so, he assert- 
ed.

| HOW 26 CITIES MEET 


~ DECLINE IN REVENUES 


Salary Cuts and Restricted Ser- 
vice Among Methods to 
Baiance Budgets. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 9.—Drastic 
attempts by 26 leading American 
cities to meet declining revenues 
have enabled most of them to avoid 
tax increases, and in some cases 
to reduce rates, a survey by Harry 
H. Freeman of the Buffalo (N. Y.) 
Municipal Research Bureau shows. 

The cities have to balance their 


budgets by salary cuts, elimination 
of automatic: salary increases, re- 
striction of public service, consoli- 
dation of departments, postpone- 
ments of capital improvements, and 
other measures. 

Los Angeles, faced with a $4,- 
000,000 decrease in tax receipts 
because of a reduction in property 
assessments, expects not only to 
pay a small deficit, but to reduce 
next year’s budget by $4,000,000. 

A recent constitutional amend- 
ment has required Cleveland to re- 
duce assessed valuations, and the 
city is making extensive cuts to 
keep income equal to outgo. 

Pittsburg has cut the 1932 mu- 
nicipal budget 13 per cent or $3,- 
683,000 below last year’s total of 
$28,747,626, by sharp curtailments 
in operation and maintenance @p- 
propriations which have effected a 
reduction of $2.50 in the former 
general city tax rate of $25.50. 

The preliminary Mayor’s budget 
in Buffalo has cut operating appro- 
priations $539,887. by general econ- 
omies including the refunding of 
$4,000,000 in bonds. 

Cincinnati’s budget, excluding 
school appropriations, is $15,676,- 
379, a cut of $670,441 from last 
year’s. 

Seattle, Wash., has cut depart-, 
mental appropriations for 1932 to 
$8,200,000 from $9,106,000 in 1931. 
Indiana has passed a special act 
forcing all government units to 
keep 1932 budgets from exceeding 
1931 budgets, requiring Indianapo- 
lis to make general salary and 
wage cuts. M 

Rochester cut city and school 
operating budget to $18,594,000, a 
reduction of $2,687,000. Toledo cut 
salaries as much as 25 per cent in 
the upper brackets. 

Oakland, Cal., cut the budget to 
$6,770,000, a saving of $284,000 in 
the present fiscal year, and expects 
to continue the egonomies. Syra- 
cuse, N. Y.. faced with a decrease 
of 13 per cent tax receipts and 
increasing welfare expense, has 
largely discounted the danger of 
tax rate advance by extensive econ- 
omies. 

New York, Freeman says, has 
made “no major changes in policy 
so far as operation and mainte- 
nance items of the budget are con- 
cerned. Nevertheless, some action 
may be necessary because bankers 
have demanded drastic revisions 
before granting additional credit.” 

Chicago’s “precarious financial 
condition,” says Freeman, “points 
a warning to what happens through 
neglect and bad government.” 
Philadelphia’s budget has been 
“balanced technically, although in- 
adequate provision has been made 
for the year’s needs.”. Detroit is 
following a drastic retrenchment 
program in the face of a $20,000,.- 
000 impending deficit. 

Baltimore has maintained a 
$24.50 tax rate despite declining 
revenues, not cutting salaries but 
requiring employes to contribute 
from their wages according to a slid- 
ing scale. Milwaukee has made a 
budget reduction of 5 per cent, ap- 
parently without salary cuts. Hous- 
ton, Tex., has cut many salaries 
and made other reductions. St. 
Paul has made some economies, 
and Denver has a carefully re- 
stricted budget.

In continuing the hear- 
ings, all on minor offenses, Judge 
Butler said: 

“For some time I have noticed 
police officers have not appeared 
in court as witnesses on occasion. 
This has resulted in any number 
of civilian witnesses being forced 
to return to court repeatedly before 
final disposition is made.” 

Chief Gerk, after an investiga- 
tion yesterday, announced that the 
Sheriff, on whom the responsibility 
of summoning witnesses rests, had 
not notified the police witnesses 
until after 11 a. m. Friday, an hour 
later than court was convened,

When Goodyear puts a new tire on 
the market the company is sure 
what it will do, as it has always 
been our policy to completely test 
the tires ourselves rather than have 
the customer do it for us by selling 
him an untried products 

“The cars of the test fleetvGo out 
in the morning and when they re- 
turn at night fall have covered an 
average of 400 miles each. They 
are then checked over and serviced, 
and a fresh crew of drivers repeat 
the performance during the night. 
The performance of cach tire is} 
checked daily and sent to Akron, so’ 
that officials may know whether a 
proposed product is coming up to 
expectations or whether it will be 
necessary to incorporate changes 
which will also have to withstand 
the road test.” 

As heat is the enemy of tire life, 
and hot road surfaces are not avail- 
able in Ohio in the winter, the fleet 
is sent South for that period so that 
testing may be carried on under 
adverse conditions at all times.

years with $7000 to put into 
“black land.” 

A St. Louis mail carrier who 
found his work dropping off and 
income uncertain put his savings 
into a down payment on a farm 
and has rented it out. Should his 
earnings fall further, he will go 
to the farm. Meantime the ten- 
ant keeps it in shape and supple- 
ments his income. 


Most Experienced, Others Not. 


A foundryman paid half the re- 
quired $200 down payment on an 
$800 farm. A week later he lost 
his job. He raised the other $100 
on his life insurance and went to 
the farm. 

An executive with an income in 
five figures was thrust out by “re- 
trenchment.’’ He was beyond an 
age to find new work readily in 
town, but he and his wife had sev- 
eral hundred acres, purchased 
originally for a plaything, to pro- 
vide home and income. 

Most of the city purchasers have 
been farmers, though sometigmes 
not for many years. Some land- 
owners refuse to take a chance 
on a city buyer who never 
farmed, in the belief that he can- 
not stand farm work. Farm or- 
ganizations and county farm 
agents, however, stand ready to 
provide all the guidance needed by 
the intelligent and industrious, 
and Netherland femarked he saw 
no reason why the percentage of 
city men who made good in the 
country should not equal the per- 

centage of country boys who suc- 
ceeded in the city. 

“Country life is much more at- 
tractive than it used to be,” he 
added. ‘“‘When we were boys on 
the farm—and many if not most 
of us in the city were there—we 
had no radio, no daily paper de- 
livered at our door, and very few 
telephones.

This apparent contradiction of fact has its explanation in the La 


Follette-Progressive philosophy of 


government that has for 40 yearg|i 


dominated Wisconsin’ s social and economic advancement. 


As to taxation, that philosophy 
may be expressed. as follows: The 
cost of government shall be borne 
by those best able to pay. It is 
this basic principle that’ has 
shaped the Wisconsin tax pro- 
gram. It was this principle that 
led by Gov. Philip F. La Follette to 
appeal to Washington for aid, 
holding, as he did, that the Fed- 
eral Treasury could more easily 
reach the possessors of great 
wealth by means of its borrowing 
and taxing power than could any 
single state. 

There is proof now that this 
principle of taxation pays. Wis- 
consin’s per capita indebtedness is 
$54, on the basis of inclusion of 
all Governmental units, lower 
than any other state in the union. 
Wisconsin has no bonded debt, 
having paid for its roads and its 
colleges and charitable institu- 
tions with cash as they were built. 
Because the tax burden has been 
gradually shifted from general 
property to income, most large 
Wisconsin cities find themselves 
solvent, with a fair prospect of 
maintaining their solvency. The 
example of Milwaukee is well 
known. 


First to Tax Incomes. 

An account of Wisconsin's tax 
program during the last 20 years 
makes plain the reasons for Wis- 
consin’s solvency. It is a striking 
instance of what the leadership of 
the Progressive faction has been 
able to achieve. 

In 1908 slightly more than 90 
per cent of the total tax revenue 
in Wisconsin was realized from 
general property. That year an 
amendment was submitted to the 
voters authorizing an income tax. 
Wisconsin was the first state to 
propose such a tax, although as 
a matter of exact historical truth 
Virginia has never been without a 
form of the income levy patterned 
after England’s rated tax law 
which, for example, taxes a house 
on a basis of the income that it 
will produce and not upon a fixed 
valuation. This is not, to be sure, 
a true income tax law, of the type 
that has been adopted by the Fed- 
eral Government and 28 of the 
states. 

The amendment won, but the 
conservative stalwart faction 
gained office, as they occasionally 
do in Wisconsin, and the Legisla- 
ture did not pass the income tax 
law authorized by the voters. This 
came to pass with a Progressive 
Legislature in 1911. -Again Wis- 
consin had pioneered. The vic- 
tory was.not won without a great 
fight. The leading industrialists 
opposed the measure with all the 
resources at their command. 
There was a powerful lobby at 
Madison. It was said that the tax 
would drive all corporations from 
the State. That: is what the op- 
ponents of Wisconsin's taxing pro- 
gram have been saying ever since. 

This measure provided levies of 
one to six per cent upon individu- 
al incomes and two to six per 
cent upon corporation incomes. As 
this has worked out on a gradu- 

scale, the average for indi- 
vidual incomes has-been less than 


two per cent, while the average 


for corporation incomes has been 
from five to six per cent. 

The income tax was one of the 
leading issues in the 1910 cam- 
paign. Stump speakers covered 
the whole State and talked about

philosophy of taxation that was 
behind it. It was an education 
for the electorate. The Democrats 
came out in opposition to the State 
income‘tax in 1912 but they were 
defeated, despite the fact that the 
presence of the liberal, Wilson, on 
the national ticket drew many 
Progressive votes.

tion. 


Personal Taxes Repealed. 

This law of 1911 repeated the 
personal property tax on intangi- 
ble personal property—bonds, 
stocks, bank accounts and 80 
forth, a form of taxation that has 
been ineffective everywhere in 
America. A certain percentage of 
thoroughiy honest people declare 
their intangible personal property 
and are rewarded with a stiff tax. 
The majority are able with very 
little difficulty to conceal such as- 
sets and pay no intangible prop- 
erty tax. Further, the law pro- 
vided that the income tax could 
be offset up to 40 per cent by 
taxes paid on tangible ‘personal 
property, into which fell such 
big classifications as merchants’ 
and manwsfacturers’ stocks, auto- 
Under 


of the revenue derived under it 
was retained by the State, the 
county in which the tax was as- 
sessed got 20 per cent and the 
local taxing body the remaining 
70 per cent. It was found that 
there were certain inadequacies in 
the law, particularly with regard 
to the offset of 40 per cent al- 
lowed for personal property. By 
means of this provision merchants 
escaped ‘paying any income tax at 
all. But there were no funda- 
mental’ changes until after the 
war. 

In 1919 there arose in Wiscon- 
sin, as in virtually every state, a 
great clamor for a soldiers’ bonus. 
In a majority of instances this was 
met by the sale of bonds—the 
borrowing method. Wisconsin 
followed the pay-as-you-go sys- 
tem. The Legislature voted a 
surtax of one per cent on incomes 
above $3000. This was levied on 
incomes for the boom year of 
1918, in addition, of course, to 
the regular income tax. It brought 
in ample cash and ‘the soldiers’ 
bonus was written off the books 
as paid. 

In 1920 the/ Legislature em- 
ployed the same method to raise 
a soldiers’ educational bonus, by } 
means of which former service 
men could secure a college edu- 
cation. Wisconsin was the first 
State to give this type of bonus. 


“This time the surtax was spread 


over a period of five years, a more 
painless procedure. 
Adding to the Surtax. 

The surtax was once more re- 
soried to in the following year. 
For the teachers’ retirement fund 
the tax levy was increased by one- 
sixth: of the normal rates on in- 
comes above $3000, which makes 
the rate what it is at present, ap- 
proximately ome to seven per cent.

Aiding Small Property Owners. 


Gov. La Follette, aware of the 
increasingly serious economic sit- 
uation during 1931, felt the need 
for further relief for the small 
property owner. Farmers, in par- 
ticular those in the northern coun- 
ties, were in dire straits. Reduc- 
tion of the property tax was es- 
sential, too, to reduce the possi- 
bility of bankruptcy for individual 
taxing units, towns and counties. 
An analysis of governmental ex- 
penditures showed that the gen- 
eral property tax. had been: used 
to pay two-thirds of the expenses 
for streets, bridges and highways, 
while the gasoline tax and auto- 
mobile licenses paid by motor ve- 
hicles met only one-third of the 
highway expenditures. Gov. La 
Follette thereupon recommended 
that the gasoline tax be increased 
from 2 to 4 cents, that the per- 
sonal property tax on automobiles 
and trucks Le repealed and that 
the increase in revenue be used to 
reduce the tax on general proper- 
ty. The Legislature. carried out 
these recommendations and the 
Governor sent a fetter to\each lo- 
cal unit of government, outlining 
the method by whieh property tax- 
es could be reduced. This latest 
move cuts the burden resting on 
property to, approximately 60 per 
cent plus, all of which is levied by 
local taxing units—the State in 
1932 will collect no personal prop- 
erty tax. : 

The Governor took other mea- 
sures to withstand the economic 
storm. He recommended a cut in 
the appropriation for the running 
of the boards, commissions and 
‘departments of state of ‘$115 000, 
a cut in the normal school budget 
of $325,000 and a cut in the uni- 
versity fund of $500, 000.

However, the outlook for the 
Prussian state elections which fol- 
low two weeks later is most dis- 
quieting.

Most favor- 
able estimates do not give the Hit- 
lerites more than 40 per cent of 
the votes, and their want of suc- 
cess in the presidential elections 
will probably reduce this propor- 
tion considerably.

Col. P. H. Fawcett, British explorer, went .into the 
Brazilian jungle in 1925 in search of ancient cities 
and left this farewell message: “Don’t count on any 
more dispatches.” What happened to him after that 
is a mystery. He may have been killed by Indians, 
as Commander George M. Dyott reported in 1928 
after a voyage to the Amazon country. He may be 
held hostage by the tribesmen, as Stephan Rattin, a 
Swiss trapper, said last month in recounting a meet- 
ing with a white man, thought to be Fawcett, in 
the jungle. Or he may be living a primitive life 
in voluntary exile, as Telmo Araujo, Brazilian rub- 
ber hunter, has just reported he was told by the 
Colonel himself in a sketchy conversation five years 
ago in the dense. forests of Matto Grosso. He was 
not lost, the alleged Fawcett said, and he wouldn’t 
go home, for he “hated that life.” . 

Of the three theories, the Jatter may not be the 
most plausible, but it is the most diverting. Col. 
Fawcett, an army veteran of arduous service, may be 
indulging in the flight from a civilization of in- 
creasing complexity that Oswald Spengler notes as

a growing trend. An example of such weltschmerz 
is being discussed in this country: tne case of-a 
Philadelphia society woman who fled the glamour 
of the social season and spent the winter snowbound 
in Alaska. At any rate,-two previous travelers have 
given reports confirming this theory with respect to 
Fawcett. A Frenchman in 1927 said he had encoun- 
tered Fawcett, who had joined an Indian tribe and 
refused to return to civilization. Roger Courteville, 
Brazilian engineer, told in the same year of finding 
the Colonel and two white companions living as farm- 
ers near the River of Doubt, spending their leisure 
time fishing, shooting and enjoying the primitive 
life of the jungle. 

A relief party is now being organized to rescue 
the Colonel. If it finds the elusive explorer, it may 
bring back nothing more than word that he doesn’t 
wish his privacy disturbed nor does he wish to be 
rescued, thank you. Should that be the case, the

That the state is important to the Union as a lab-

The long-contin- 
ued depression has brought unprecedented unem- 
ployment, a catastrophic fall in commodity 
prices and a volume of economic losses which 
threatens our financial institutions. Some people 
believe that the existing conditions threaten even 
the stability of the capitalistic system. 


Continuing his thesis, the Justice asserted that 
failure to distribute widely the profits of industry 
has been a prime cause of our present plight, point- 
ing out that economists and business men who 
are seeking remedies for the disorder have at length 
come to realize as much. It was no new thought 
that the Supreme Court heard in this. Many per- 
sons have long held such a view. Last fall it was 
summarized by the Post-Dispatch in “The Country's 
Plight—What Can Be Done About It?” What was 
significant was that it was sounded from what is gen- 
erally called the highest judicial body in the world.

The Manehus 


To paraphrase Shakspeare, the whirligig of time 
brings strange events. The last of the Manchu Em- 
perors of China, Henry Pu-Yi, is back again in Man-: 
churia, from which his ancestors marched to con- 
quer China, as dictator of a new Manchurian state. 
The Manchu rulers, who had organized a powerful 
military despotism, conquered China in 1644. They 
ruled the Empire until 1911, nearly. three centuries. 
The Manchu Emperors regarded Manchuria as 
their home farm, so to speak, and kept it separate 
from ‘China proper. They obtained their soldiers 
from Manchuria and prohibited immigration from 
China proper into Manchuria, although. many Chi- 
nese drifted in. It was not until 1907 that the final 
ban was lifted on Chinese immigration, and from that 
time on the Chinese, driven by war and famine out of 
China proper, poured in millions into Manchuria, 
doubling the population in 20 years. The population 
is now about 30,000,000, nearly all Chinese, except 
about 200,000 Japanese, mainly connected with the 
South Manchurian Railway, and a million Koreans 
who fled from Koree when Japan annéxed it. 

The Manchu dynasty had able rulers for a century 
and a half, and, curiously enough, although military

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nasty was literary. One of the Emperors, through 
commissions of scholars, blended the Manchu with 
the Chinese language, and had the ancient Chinese 
texts translated so that they were understandable, 
and crowned the work with an imperial edition of 
the Chinese classics which is the standard today. The 
dynasty, however, degenerated and became enfeebled 
until Pu-Yi, the bey Emperor who succeeded the 
tyrannical dowager Empress,, was toppled -off his 
throne by Sun Yat-sen, who, at the head of the pop- 
ular Kuomintang, or Peoples’ Party, proelaimed the 
Republic of China and began the attempt to estab- 
lish it. - |

Business in Government Loses. Caste 


HE revolt against the sales tax in Con- 
T ress and the substitution of higher 

rates on incomes and estates, is signifi- 
cant not merely of itself, but also because 
it signalizes the fifst successful political up- 
rising against the banking and industrial 
interests which control the machines of 
both major parties and have been -direct- 
ing the activity of the National Government 
without interruption ever since the depres- 
sion began. It is the first visible sign that 
at last their prestige is beginning to wane, 
that the doubt of their competence in eco- 
nomics and government which has been 
growing through the general population is 
being inchoately felt among the Represen- 
tatives. : 

These financial interests, whose manage- 
ment of affairs—or failure to manage them 
—was characterized by so much dishon- 
esty, blind self-seeking and lack of fare- 
sight during the boom, and did so much to 
bring on.the depression itself, have contin- 
ued during hard times te run things as they 
saw best. The same captains who led our 
industrial armies to disaster have been 
‘trusted to execute the’ strategic retreat and 
reform our forces for a new advance. And 
there is little sign that they have learned 
anything from their former folly, or are 
any better fitted for command now than 
before. It is easy to trace the operation 
of their complacency and self-service every 
step of the way since October, 1929. 


> * *. 


The first delusion to which they were 
subject was that:nothing of great import- 
ance had happened, and that consequently 
nothing much hadto be done about it. All 
that was needed was to feel optimistic, if 
necessary by distorting or ignoring the fig- 
ures concerning unemployment and produc- 
tion. Private enterprise, if left alone, would 
soon find the way out. 


« , When at last it had to be acknowledged 


that this line was futile, their next great 
concern was to prevent any remedial action 
by government in the matter of unemploy- 
ment.

or not at all. Eventually it became clear 
that most of the unemployment relief was 
coming out of the treasuries of local gov- 


‘ments and hence out of the pockets of lo- 


cal taxpayers and renters, but this did not 
disturb the financia] captains. None of the 
cost must be assessed against those who 
chiefly support the Federal Government, 
those who, in other words, are taxed some- 
what in accordarice with their ability to 
pay, through the graduated income tax. 
Similar considerations stopped all efforts 
to provide employment and turn activity 
upward by a sufficiently large program of 
public works, 

No doubt this negative attitude would 
have persisted, no matter how long the de- 
pression had cpntinued snd no matter how 
large the army of the jobless had grown, if 
capital itself had not fun into grave dan- 
ger.

Bureau, 
which, because _ it demonstrates the dis- 
tressing effect of poverty on the children 
of the nation, is especia:ly disliked by those 
in power. 

In spite of all, however, it finally was 
acknowledged that Federal taxes would 
have to be increased. A plan was evolved 
by the Treasury Department calling for 
moderate boosts in the rates on incomes, 
profits and estates, plus a series of excise 
and special consumption taxes. The Demo- 
cratic ‘leaders, intent on outbidding the Re- 
publicans for the support of the money 
powers, thereupon announced that the 
budget must at all costs be balanced, and 
that the administration program was not 
sufficient for this purpose. 

They embarked on a program of prun- 
ing expenses more drastically than the of- 
ficial budget had done, and of adding to 
the Treasury proposals the regressive gen- 
eral sales tax, an impost chiefly on the 
poor. The Treasury and the leading Re- 
publicans were of course only too glad of 
this support for measures which they fav- 
ored at heart, but had been afraid to pro- 
pose. The set-up seemed perfect for an- 
other victory for concentrated property in- 
terests. Congress and the Democrats sud- 
denly became the pets of the Breat eco- 
nomic powers.

Two plans to make suburban 
transportation service more attrac- 
tive were announced by the Public 
Service Co. yesterday. Both are 
proposed as experiments, to be con- 
tinued if the volume of riding in- 
creases sufficiently. 

Elimination of the second fare 
zone for trolley and bus lines in 
St. Louis County, with two excep- 
tions, is the outstanding plan. The 
company is about to apply to the 
State Public Service Commission 
for permission to issue free trans- 
fers between the county and the 
city lines for a trial period of 60 
days. 

The other proposal is for two 
short lines between Clayton and the 
University line, augmenting the 
present service. 

For several weeks the company 
has been experimenting with free 
transfers between city lines and the 
Woodson road trolley and the Jef- 
ferson Barracks bus. Results have 
led it to believe that an extension 
of this arrangements ot all subur- 
ban lines would benefit the busi- 
ness in general by attracting more 
car riders. General Manager Green- 
land of the Public Service Co. said 
it would be necessary to double 
the number of riders using the 
county lines to make the plan suc- 
cessful. He added that the sub- 
urban traffic would have to be 
large enough to pay its own way.

Agree to 10 Pct. Reduction for 
Jury Canvass—Name Econ- 
omy Committee. 


Circuit Judges in general session 
yesterday, took no action on the 
request of the city that they accept 
a voluntary 5 per cent reduction in 


salary. 

After a discussion in executive 
session, the Judges appointed a 
committee to dete e if 


expenses of the courts and agreed 
to a reduction of 10 per cent, or 
about $2450, in the annual appro- 
priation for the jury canvass. 

In the effort to make the budget 
for the new fiscal year fit the in- 
come anticipated, city officials are 
trying to reduce it to about $14,- 
200,000, or about $2,250,000 below 
that of last year. As part of this 
endeavor a 5 per cent reduction in 
the salaries of all city officials and 
employes has been proposed. For 


done by ordinance. The eléction 
officials are being asked to take 
the same reduction voluntarily. 
Circuit Judges here 
$8000 a year, of which $6000 comes 
from the city and $2000 from the 
State. The amount for each con- 
gists of $5500 paid as a Judge and 
$2500 pald as a member of the 
Board of Jury Supervisors. There 
is a feeling among the Judges that 
their pay should not be reduced, on 
the ground that it is established by 
State law. ‘There are 18 Circuit 
Judges here.

The committee to investigate the 
various activities directed by the 
courts, such as those of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk’s office, consists of 
Judge Hamilton, chairman, and 
Judges Hogan, Ryan, Killoren and 
Calhoun. 

Judge Rutledge, whose propbeal 
for a centralized system of assign- 
ing jurors was rejected by his col- 
leagues some time ago, renewed the 
suggestion yesterday. He declared 
it. would save money forthe city 
by reducing the number of jurors 
summoned.

An official announcement of 
Coach Henry’s severance from the 
State university is expected early 
next week. 

The decision that Coach Henry 


‘shall leave Missouri has not been 


made officially, it is understood, 
but the information tonight was 
that it was only a matter of a cou- 
ple of days before it would be 
made. 

Due to illmess, Coach Henry was 
away from his team for the sast 


few games of the 1931 season, a 


bad one for the Tigers, but has 
recovered from the attack of sci- 
atica which put him on the shelf 
last November. He has been di- 
recting spring practice. 

Reports indicated that the M. U. 
official decision to let Henry go 
was due in part to the understand- 
ing that the coach still was iil. 
Rumors went on to say that vhe 
university might suggest to Henry 
that he accept part pay and take a 
leave of absence. 

Coach Henry's nine-year record 
at Missouri U. has been a good 
one with the 1931 season as the 
only principal black mark to mar 
it. In nine years he has been here 
Henry's. elevens have played 75 
games with but 26 losses. Against 
conference schools Henry-coached 
teams have lost but 16 times in 44 
encounters. Against non-conference 
opponents, his record has been 
equally good, with but 10 losses in 
32 starts. 

Three times Coach Henry’s teams 
have carried off conference titles— 
in 1924, 1925 and 1927.*The sched- 
ules facing the Tiger coach since 
his arrival here in 1923 have been 
anything but easy. Aside from 
Missouri Valley und Big Six oppon- 
ents, Missouri non-conference foes 
each year have included such high 
caliber elevens as Chicago, South- 
ern California, Tulane, Southern 
Methodist, West V , North- 
western and Texas.

The search had been narrowed down 
to these proportions: A garage me- 
chanic who suffered from a rare scalp 
disease that induced baldness and had 
within three days of the crime had his 
nair cut. 

But Hood's study of hia microscopic 
photographs of the three hairs was to 
limit’ the search much more closely 
than this 

He announced finally that the man 
was 22 years old. The police had been 
investigating a half dozen suspects. 
There was one whose age and whose 
hair fitted all these details. The in- 
vestigation immediately concentrated 
upon this man and the police were 
soon able to eonfirm the testimony of 
the hair with other and more com- 
Mmonplace evidence. A hair was taken 
from his head and Hood subjected it 
to analysis by photo-micrograph. It 
was seen to compare exactly with those 
found in the hand of the murdered 
man. When the trial takes place 
Hood's enlarged photographs will play 
an important part in the State's case. 

Although this method of crime de- 
tection is reminiscent of Sherlock 
Holmes and Arsene Lupin, Hood in- 
Siste that it is essentially simple. It 
is only necessary, he insists, that one 
have the equipment and the skill with 
which to take  photo-micrographs. 
These are photographs taken through 
the lens of a powerful microscope. The 
photograph of one cross section of a 
single hair, taken in 
this way, is eight and 
a half by eleven inches. 
Heod's photo - micro- 
graphs are regarded as 
the most successful 
ever made. He has de- 
veloped the technique 
to a very high degree.

that showed up in his photographs as 
dark bands occurring all up and down 
the hair at apparently aimless inter- 
vals. One day when he was testing 
some new equipment, he happened to 
count these rings. He did this be- 
cause he wanted to record every factor 
that might have a bearing on the value 
of the equipment. Later with the 
same equipment he examined another 
hair from the same head and found 
the number of rings to correspond 
exactly to the previous count. It was 
a clew and he set to work at once. 
After many weeks he

MANILA. 
ROM a Philippine 
jungle has come a 
python which has 
' been pronounced 
the largest ever 
taken alive. It is 
35 feet long, and, 
when captured, 


measured four feet 
around the thickest 
part of its body, and weighed as much 
as a pony. 

Usually when a human being meets 
a snake that big he either leaves it 
alone or tries to kill it as speedily as 
possible. But the Japanese farmers 
who found this serpent in the wilder- 
ness of Davao, in the southern part of 
ihe Philippines, caught it at a disad- 
vantage: it was dormant, and so un- 
able to make much resistance. Even 
so, it required nine of the Japanese to 
make the capture. They hastily cut 
canes from brakes nearby and scon 
had the snake securely caged. 

A few days later the python’s sluc- 
gishness was explained:—and the farn- 
ers found they had captured not one 
snake, but 68. For the captive depos- 
ited 67 eggs, each weighing more than 
two pounds, and coiled herself around 


them until they should hatch. In a 
month, out of the eggs came 67 baby 
pythons, eager for a meal of mice, 


birds or other small creatures. 

Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, a Japanese 
trading company, bought the mother 
python and her offspring from the 
farmers and recently sent the snakes 
to the zoo in the Imperial Gardens at 
Tokio as a gift to the Emperor and the 
people of Japan. 

Unless pythons value liberty more 
than life, the capture of their mother 
was a break for the 67 youngsters. For 
if they had been born in the jungle,

them wouldn't have lived long. It 
doesn’t take an actuary to figure this 
out. It is obvious that creatures which 
come into the world in such numbers 
as 67 in one batch would speedily 
overrun the country if something 
didn’t happen to them early in life. 

One of the principal—and final— 
things that happen to many young 
pythons is meeting a wild boar. This 
savage jungle dweller plays an impor- 
tant part in keeping the snake popula- 
tion down to a reasonable size. 

The wild boar and the python of the 
Philippine jungle are mortal enemies. 
Both forage at night, and when .they 
meet there’s usually a desperate fight, 
providing both are well grown. A 
baby python, or even one eight or ten 
feet long, is a snap for a hungry, adult 
boar; he can kill and eat a snake 
like that in very short order. But a 
large python and a boar put on a 
fierce battle, with the victory going 
sometimes to the mighty, squeezing 
coils, and sometimes to the slashing 
tusks and hoofs.

able to resist the pull exerted when 
the snake, with its neck wrapped 
around the tree, gets its tail around its 
maddened foe. As much as half an 
acre of jungle may be virtually cleared 
in one of these combats. Settlers mak- 
ing fields in the jungle tell of going 
out occasionally in the morning to find 
that most of their day's work has been 
done for them during the night; all 
they have to do is fire the paten 


: cleared by the nocturnal fighters. 


When a python is boar hunting its 
favorite device is to wrap its neck 
around a branch of a banyan tree, 
overhanging a game trail, and let its 
tail hang down just clear of the 
ground. The banyan tree offers good 
cover and its branches are strong. 
Furthermore, it has air roots, and the 
snake's dangling body is easily mis- 
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taken for a part of the tree. If a 
boar comes along the trail and 
brushes against the python's tail, the 
serpent may be agle to get a coil or 
two around the animal and put ona 
fatal squeeze before it has a chance 
to resist. Or if the surprise attack 
doesn't succeed, the snake can pull its 
body up out of reach. 


ATURE seems to preserve a 
NY preter even balance between 

these two enemies in the Philip- 
pine jungle. Also, it manages to keep 
the python from exterminating the 
other beasts on which it preys, such 
as the deer and the wild water buffa- 
lo; yearling buffaloes are not too large 
for a big python to swallow. 

When hunting deer, the python lies 
in wait beside a trail or water hole; it 
is coiled, ready to 
spring. A deer comes 
along, pauses a mo- 
ment on the trail to 
look about, or bends 
over the water hole to | 
drink. This is the | 
snake’s chance. With 
lightning speed and | 
tremendous force, it 
dashes its bony head 
against the deer's body, 
knocking the animal 
down. Before the vic- 
tim can recover suffi- 
ciently from the shock 
to regain its feet and 
run, the snake has its 
coils around it, and 
soon crushes out its 
life. 

The python crushes his prey to a 
pulp before starting to eat it. Swal- 
lowing the meal is a slow, continuous 
process and must be kept up until the 
job is finished. The snake's teeth, of 
which there are six rows, point gullet- 
ward, so he cannot let his victim go, 
even if he would, once he has started 
eating. If a section of the meal is too 
big to pass through his jaws in their 
normal position, he unhinges his jaws 
and proceeds. 

After a full meal the python seeks 
cover for a sleep of several weeks, or 
perhaps months. During this time he 
is too sluggish to make much re- 
sistance if attacked. But he is usually 
well concealed during these long naps, 
and his colors hélp protect him from 
observation. The Philippine pythons 
vary in color from, yellow-brown to 
deep tan, with irregular black 
splotches, and such colors are IME 
spicuous in their native jungties. 

Hunters say the python will] not in- 
tentionally attack a man unless it is 
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cornered or wounded or 
surprised in killing its 
prey. But sometimes it 
kills human beings un- 
wittingly. When it is 
hanging down from a 
banyan tree at night and 
feels some living thing 
touch its tail, it seizes 
the thing if it can and 
squeezes until the cap- 
tive is thoroughly dead 
before it investigates. If 
the victim proves to be 
aman, it was just an 
unfortunate mistake. 
Natives of the Philip- 
pines. the peasants par- 
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ticularly, dread 
the banyan tree 
as the haunt of 
an evil spirit, the 
tigbalan, which is 
supposed to as- 
sume grotesque 
forms and snatch 
up lone travelers 
at night. For be- 
lievers in the tig- 
balan, the thing 
to do when one 
must pass a ban- 
yan tree is to call 
out first, speak 
politely to the 
spirit that dwells 
in it, and ask his 
permission to 
pass. 

There can be 
little doubt that 
the tigbalan is 
really the lurk- 
ing python. 


When the fearful peasant, belated on 
a jungle path, speaks to the evil ghost, 
it is the python that hears: Recogniz- 
ing a human voice, and having no dis- 
position to pick a quarrel with its own- 
er, the snake raises its body into the 
tree, 


UT the wayfarer who neglects to 
B take this precaution may blunder 
against the dangling tail and die 


very quickly in the python’s coils. 
But man has no compunction about 


killing the python. Of nearly 90 
different peoples in the Philippines, 
only one does not kill this serpent 
when opportunity arises. This group 


is the Tagacaolis, remnants of an 
ancient tribe of the Davao gulf 


region. They don’t kill snakes 
of any kind. Instead, when 
they get their hands on a 


snake, they pick it up, blow on 
its head, mumble over it and 
let it go, the proceeding being 
a manifestation of the Taga- 
caolis’ ancient friendship for 
serpents——a friendship 


on the utilitarian principle of 
live and let live. 
When, as occasionally hap- 


pans, one of the great pythons 
is provoked to attack a man, it 
rushes at the enemy with dis- 
concerting speed. It carries its 
battering-ram head at a height 
to strike its foe in the midriff. If the 
man has a gun, he would better use it 
as the snake speeds toward him. The 
chances are he will have time for only 
one shot. If the shot fails, a good 
sharp knife, perhaps a bolo, is needed. 
The knife should be held high, for the 
python will try to pin its adversary’s 
arms to his body with its coils. The 
knife should be wielded with the ob- 
ject of severing the snake's spine. If 
that is done, the coils relax and the 
man can step clear. It is a good idea 
then to make sure the job is done by 
putting a bullet in the monster’s head.

It was John Hanson's leadership in 
the historic land fight—the ‘‘war 
within a war’’—that brought him into 
national prominence and resulted in 
his election as President. Hanson, as 
head of the Maryland delegation, held 
out for the principle that all undevel- 
oped lands belonged to the nation and 
demanded that the various states cede 
to the Government forever all the land 
they claimed outside their own geo- 
graphical borders. The fight began in 
1777 when the Articles of Confedera- 
tion were drawn up to cement the 13 
independent states into one nation.

“During these preparations’ the 
news came of the battle of Bunker 
Hill and the Hanson adherents, who 
had openly espoused the cause of 
Massachusetts since the passage of the 
Boston Post Bill, at once arranged to 
send aid to their co-patriots at Boston. 

“At a meeting of the Committee of 
Correspondence held in the Court 
House at Frederick on June 21, 1775, 
a letter which John Hanson had re- 
ceived from the Maryland delegates in 
Congress was read by him. Congress 
asked Maryland in this communication 
to send armed help to Boston and John 
Hanson personally organized two com- 
panies of trained riflemen. In_ the 
middle of July they marched away 
from Frederick. They arrived at the 
Colonial headquarters near  BKoston 
August 9, in 22 days, without the loss 
of a man, * * * The riflemen were re- 
ceived with great joy.” 

At a meeting of the citizens of 
Frederick, held at the court house on 
June 20, 1774, John Hanson presided, 
the author relates. There, he and his 
son, Alexander, and Phillip Thomas 
were appointed delegates to the ‘‘Gen- 
eral Congress at Annapolis.’” They 
were also selected as members of the 
Committee of Observation to receive 
and answer all letters and in any 
emergency to call a general meeting.

‘“‘Maryland not only had the honor 

of introducing this resolution, but ot 

the 13 states it was the only one that 
voted for it; for the idea contained in 
it was an entirely new one. 

“AS a matter of simple fact, John 
Hanson and his associates in Mary- 
land were quite alone in their dream 
of national expansion. The other 
states had never thought beyond the 
conception of 13 states’with western 
boundaries. Even as the King of En- 
gland wanted distant colonies, so the 
larger American States wanted their 
distant colonies, too—colonies which 
could be ruled by a Governor and taxed 
for the benefit of the owner state. 

‘“‘Maryland’s resolution was like a 
bombshell to them; and when they 
had recovered from the shock of it, 
they set to work quickly. Only a few 
days after October 15, Virginia, Con- 
necticut, New York and Massachusetts 
succeeded in jamming a emotion 
through Congress which added a 
clause to the Articles of Confedera- 
tion, providing that no state should 
be deprived of territory for the bene- 
fit of the United States. 


HERE was little opposition. 
Rhode Island, New Jersey and 
Delaware, small states, made it 
known that they desired a share of 


revenue arising from these western 
lands. But they signed the -Articles 


of Confederation. 


“By February 22, 1779, twelve 
states had signed. Only Maryland 
was left to fight the battle alone.”’ 

But Maryland fought the battle 
and won it. Maryland was a key state. 
It divided the Nerth and the South and 
was the center. of population. It twok 
advantage of its position and refused 
to sign. John Hanson sat with folded 
arms at Annapolis and while the other 
states fumed and implored Maryland 
to recede from its position, he calmly 
gave the rest of the country to under- 
stand that the nation could be organ- 
ized only when the other states signed 
over to the Government the land to 
which they had such shadowy claims. 

As it turned out, Hanson's political 
strategy worked. One by one the 
states recanted and by March, 1781 
they were all in line. Then Maryland 
signed the Articles of Confederation 
In a letter, dated March 21, 1781, 
George . Washington congratulated 
Congress upon completion of the Con- 
federation of the United States and 
described Maryland’s act as ‘‘an event 
long wished for, which I hope will 
have the happiest effects upon the 
polities of this country, and which will 
be of essential service to our cause in 
Europe."’ 

The first session of Congress elected 
under the provisions of the Articles of 
Confederation opened at Independence 
Hall in Philadelphia on November 5, 
1781-—the first Monday in November. 
And the election of John Hanson of 
Maryland as President was the firat 
act of Congress of the United States 
on the first day of its existence. His 
administration however, was but one 
year in duration. In November, 1782, 
he retired from office because of fail- 
ing health, and his death followed a 
year later— November 22, 1788.
